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PREFACE. 

WHEN we tnke into consideration the great number of Abridgmenti of Walker's Dicttonary (not less than ten or 
tU'elve different kinds) now published in this country, an ai>ology to the puUick for augineniiiig ti.ttt number may be 
deemed requisite. 

The ol^ect and design of the author of this compilation were twofold : first ; to fiimifih his rellow-cltiz(>i;s w ;th a cor- 
rect Abridgment of Mr. Walker's London Q,unrto Dictionary, in which he has endeavoured to exhibit tlie rrmngnt|ihy 
and pronunciation of that invaluable ^•rk ngrceably to Mr. Walker's design, and to avoid j\11 innovnticni wliirh havo 
been made by compilers and publishers of former Abridgments : secondly ; to add some new and useful imprdv entente 
which will, it is believed, make this compilation more complete, of greater utility, and more acceptable to the pu'olick 
than any former work of the kind. 

Conceiving the d-vision of words of great utility and advantage in the attainment of a correct prtiiunciatinn, and algo 
of much importance to the writer, each word has been systematically divided. 

It is a remarkable fact, that, although all of our Lexicographers have written largely upon the importance, use, and 
absolute necessity of the Secondary Accent, yet none of them have given a character to direct us in iU applicutioi!. To 
remedy this evident defect, a chanicter has been introduced into Uils work. 

As the Plurals of Nouns, Participles, fuid Preterits have not heretofore been inserted in our Dictionaries, much pcr> 
plexity has existed relative to their ortliogrnphy. Hence we often sec moniet for mort.'ys. attomies for attorneyit^ hrtw 
fitUd fur hewfittdy guaranties fur ^uaraniiea^ gunrantt-ed for guarantitd^ &c. &c. It was, therefore, cunsid.;t'(I of great 
importance tliat these words should be contained in a Dictionary. 

With this view of the subject tlie cximpiler has inserted all of the Plurals of TCouns and the Present TeLsc of Verbs 
which form an additional syllable by the addition of s, or e.s, as casesy watchet ; those which end with y, or two vowels, 
u dtitiesf guaranties, rallfysy folios, &c. ; those noims which are notreguUurin their fornietion, rs trAflrrft, frnphasn^ 
kc. : all Participles and FretentH of Verbs, as admitling, admitted, riuetingyriveUd, Sic. : the rx)nipRrH^ive nnC. su{H.rIa- 
tive degree of Ad^jectivcs, generally, except those which lure more properly compared by more und mt. ■ t, us greater, 
greatfM, tciser, tciseat, &c. 

Believing it to be of no advantage in an Abridgment, but rather an injury, to spell the word twice n-hcn it is pro- 
nounced as it is spelled, it has been inserted but once in biich cases, an abate, banish, except when differently accent -'d. 
"liie following evident defects are common in all former Aiiridgnients of walker. 

Many words of different orthography, or accentuation and definition are spelled, or accented only once, where- 
by the two arc confounded in one. Many words are defined by one other word only recipr<v:ally, ncitliAr of which is 
• otherwise defined in the book. Many words are spelled in the definitions diflerently ;rom tli' text of tlie Kur e hMclc. 
Numerous cases occur in which th;* words used in the definitions are not imbodied in tiie text nor define J ut rJl in tVe 
Dictionary. These last two mentioned defects are not only to be found in the Abridgments of Walker, but aic usual in 
the extensive Dictionaries of Walker, Johnson, Sheridan, Webster, &c. &c. Many words are spelled two oi tlin.c dif- 
ferent ways with the same definition, which has caused much perplexity and embarrassment. These are ins.Ttrd with 
one orthography only. These errours and defects are so numerous that a complete correction of them can iican'Hy be ex- 
pected, when the nrduousness of the task is taken into consideration in connexion with the great aduitious wliicb have 
been made in this Abridgment. 
. The Preterits of many Irregular Verbs not before in any Dictionary have been inserted in tliis. 

As a knowledge of the principles is indispensably necessary to the attahiment of correctness in Pron' uciation, it is 
to be presumed the Ccmcisc Principles prefixed to this work will tte a great assistance to the stmlont. 

The derivative words nut being defined, it was thought advisable to insert them immediately : ler Uie primitives, 
although in some inntances at variance witli strict alphabetical arrangement. 

The Appendix of words not in Walker's Dictionary, will, it is beVieved, be a great acquisition to tlie language. Many 
of these words are used by Walker and Johnson in their definitions, alUiough omitted in the text. 

As much enibarraasment exists, both to the writer and compositor, relative to the distinguishing of compound words ft- ni 
idmple ones, when divided at the end of aline, a character which will rcUeve this perplexity has been introduced in tUe 
Appendix as a specimen. 

Every exertion has been made to render this Abridgment correct and accurate. That the work is perfect is not pre 
inmed ; but the compiler can assure the publick with much confidence, that it contains less errours than ilic former 
Abridi^ments. 

Should tills compilation meet with a kind and favourable reception in this enlightened community, ard prove a cor 
reel and useful guide to the youth of our country in the attainment of their education, the compiler will consider him 
self honourably and fully rewarded.

Johnson, whr 
lind and Just taste made him capable of enriching and adorning the language with original compu:jitioii, hfu

nd patience; and Dr. Lowth, the politest scholar of the nge, hns veiled bis miperiorfty in his short Introdn 
English Grammar, The ponderous folio has gravely viiidicnted the rights or analogy ; and the liirht ephemeral 
ews has corrected errours in Grammar, as well ns in Politicks, by slyly maiiiing them in Iialicks. 
Nor has the improvement stopped here. While Johnson and Lowth have been innensibly operating on the orth 
nd construction of our laneuage, its pronunciation has not been neelccted. The importance of a contdstent am 
ronusciation was too obvious to be overiooked ; and tlie want of thiH coiisisiency and regularity has induced 
igenious men to endeavour at a reformation ; who, by exhil)iting the regularities of pronunciation, and poin 
8 analogies, have reclaimed some words that were not irrecoverably fixed in a wrong sound, and prevented oth 
eing porverted by ijcnorance or caprice. 

Among those writers who deserve the flret praise on this Hubject, is Mr. Elphinston ; who, in his FrincipU 
nglish Language, baa reduced the chaos to a system ; and, by a deep investigation of the analogies of our ton 
id the foundation of a just and n*gular pronunriaiioii.

But here sincerity obligct 
op. Numerous instances of impropriety, inconsistency, and want of acquaintance with the analogies of the' In 
ifflci(ntly show that his Dictionary is upon the wliole imperfect, and that ample room was left for att< 
aotlier, which might better answer the purpoiie of a Guide to Pronunciation. 

The last writer on this subject is Mr. Nares, who, in his Elemeuis of Orthoepy, has shown a clearness of mo( 
ri extent of ohservation which deserve the highest encomiums. His Preface alone proves him an elegant w 
'cll as a philosophical observer of Language; and his Alphabinical Index, referring near five thousand won 
lies for pronouncing them, is a new and useful method of treating the suhjt'Ct ; but he seems, on many oc(.ai> 
ave mistaken the bMtnsage, and to have paid too little attention to the first principles of pronunciation. 

Thus I have ventured to give my opinion of my rivals and competitors, and I ho])e without envy or self. 
erhaps it would have been policy in me to have been silent on this head, for fear of putting the pnhlit^k in ni 
ihers have written on the subject as well as myst^lf : but this is a narrow policy, wliich, under the colour ofiei: 
^ Others, is calculated to raise ourselves at their expeu*". A writer who is conscious he deserves the attentio 
nblick, (and unless he is thus conscious he ought not to wr>te,) must not only wish to be compared with tin 
ave gone before him, but will promote the comparison, by infomun? his readers what others have done, and 
e rounds his pretensions to a preference ; and if this be (h)ne with fairness and without acrimony, it can be i 
iconsistent with modesty, than it is with honesty and plain-dealing. 

The work I have ofTered on the subject has, I hope, added something to the publick stock : as I hii^e endeuvc 
nite the science of Mr. Elphinston, the method of Mr. Nares, and the general utility of Mr.'sheridan. 

With respect to the explanation of wonls, except in very few Instances, I have scrupulously ibllowed Dr. J 
[is Dictionary hns been deeme<l law(\il plunder by every saiisequcnt lexicographer ; and so servilely has it been 
lat such wonls as he must have omitte<l merely by mistake, as predilection, respectafjle, descriptive, sulky, ii 
nterference, and many others, are neither in Mr. Sheridan's, Dr. Kenrick's, nor several other Dictionaries.

THE First Principles or Elements of Pronunciation are Letters. The Lettars at the English Lan- 
guage are: «, d, c, d, «,/, g, *. t, j, fc, I, m, n, o,p, q, r, a, «, u, «, w, a:, y, «. ^ ^ ^ ^ « 

To these may be added certain combmations ufleiters sometimes used m printing ; ^fftfiiJhffiiJji* 

In considering the sounds of these first principles of language, we find that some are so simple and 
unmixed^ that there is nothing required but the openinsr of the mouth to make them understood, and to 
form different sounds ; whence they have the names of vmcels, or voices, or vocal stundt. On the con- 
trary, we find that there are others, whose proiiuncialion depends on the particular application and use 
of every part of the mouth, as the teeth, tfic lins, the tongue, the palate, &c. which yet cannot make 
any one perfect sound but by their union with tnosc vocal sounds ; and these are called consonantif or 
letters sounding with other letters. 

Definition of Vowels and Consonants, 

Vowels are generally reckoned to be five in number ; namely^ o^ e^ i, o, ti ; W is a rowel when it is 
peceded by a, e, or o in the same syllable ; Y is a vowel when it is in the middle or at the end of a syl- 
lable, and sometimes at the beginning of a syllable, as in poroivyMi. Wisa. consonant at the begin- 
ning of a word or syllable, or when it is preceded by d, j, 2, or (i^ as in welly dwdl, sufingf &c. x is 
always a consonant at the beginning of a word. 

The definition of a vowel, as little liable to exception as any, seems to be the following : A vowel is a 
simple sound formed by a continued efiusion of the breath, and a certain conformation of the mouth, 
without any alteration m the position, or any motion of the organs of speech, from the moment the vocal 
sound commences till it ends. 

A consonant may be defined to he, an interruption of the effusion of vocal sound, arising from the ap- 
plication of the organs of speech to each other. 

Agreeably to this definition, vowels may be divided into two kinds,^-the simple and compound. The 
ainiple, a, s, o, are those which are formed by one conformation of Uie orirans only ; that is, the organs

form them perfectly, but demand such an application of the tongue to the roof of the mouth, as is incon- 
sistent with the nature of a pure vowel ; for the first of these letters, i, when sounded alone, or enUuig 
a syllable with the accent upon it, is a real diphthong, composed of the sounds of a in/(U4er, and of e in 
thSf exactly correspondent to the sound of the noun ej^e ; and when this letter commences a syllable, as 
in min'Um, pin-ion^ &c. the sound of e with which it terminates is saueeaed into a consonant sound, 
like the double e heard in queens different from the simple sound of that letter in queauy and this squeezed 
sound in the commencing t makes it exactly similar to y in the same situation ; which, by all gramma- 
rians, is acknowledged to be a consonant. The latter of these compound vowels, u, when initial, and 
not shortened by a consonant, commences with this squeezed sound of e equivalent to the iy, and ends 
with a sound given to oo in woo and coo^ which makes its name in the alphabet exactly similar to the 
pronoun you. If, therefore, the common definition of a vowel be just, these two letters are so far from 
being simple vowels, that they may more properly he called semi-consonant diphthongs. 

Tfiat y and to are consonants when they begin a word, and vowels when they end one, is generally 
acknowledged by the best grammarians ; and yet Dr.Lowth has told us, that w is equivalent to oo; 
but if this were the case, it would always admit of *he particle an before it : for though we have no 
word in the lanaruacre which commences with these letters, we plainly perceive, that if we had such a 
word, it would readily admit of an before it, and consequently that these letters are not equivalent to w. 
Thus we find, that the common opinion, with respect to the double capacity of these letters, is perfect- 
ly just. 

Besides t)^ vowels already mentioned, tlicre is another simple vowel sound ftmoA under the oo in tW 
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words v)oo' and cooj these lettejps have, m these two words, every property of a pure rowel r but wl 
found in food^ nuu'df &c. and in the word too, pronounced like the adjective two, here tne oo ha 
squeezed sound^ occasioned by contracting the mouth| so as to make the lips nearly touch each oth 
and this maltes it, like the i and u, not so much a double vowel, as. a sound between a vowel an 
consonant. 

Class^atUm of Vowels and Consonants. 

Vowels ami consonants being thus defined, it will be necessary, in the next place, to arrange th 
into Mich classes as their similitudes and specifick differences seem to require. 

Letters, ^erefore, are naturally divisible into vowels and consonants. 

The vowels are, a, e, i, o, u, and to and y when ending a syllable. 

The consonants are, b, c, (/,/, g, k,j, k, /, m, »t, p, g, r, 9, t, v, ar, z, and w when beginning a syllal 
and y generally. 

The vowels may be subdivided into such as are simple and pure, and into such as are compound i 
impure. The simple or pure vowels are such as require only one conformation of the organs to fc 
them, and no motion in the organs while forming. 

The compound or impure vowels are such as rec[uire more than one conformation of the organs 
form them, and a motion in the organs while forming. These observations premised, we may call

There arc two kinds of diphthongs.— j)ro;)«r and improper. 

A proper diphthong is that in whicti both the vowels are sounded, as oi in toil. 

An improper dipht£ong is that in which but one of the vowels is sounded, as at in jail. 

Consonants enumxrated and distinguished intfi Classes, 

The consonants are divisible into mutes^ semivowels, and liquids. 

The mutes are such as emit no sound without a vowel,' as 6, p, (, d, A:, and c and g hard. 

The semivowels are such as emit a sound without the concurrence of a vowel, as /, v, «, z, x, 
soft or 7'. 

The liquids are such as flow into, or unite easily with the mutes, tJil,m,n,r. 

But, besides these, there is another classification of the consonants, of great importance to a just id 
of the nature of the letters, and that is, into such as are sharp or flat, ana simple or aspirated. 

The sharp consonants are, p, f, t, f, k, e hard. 

The flat consonants are, 6, v,a,Xfg hard. 

The simple consonants are those which have always the sound of one letter unmixed with others,

^ Vowels and consonants being thus defined and arranged, we are the better enabled to enter upon an 
inquiry into their different powers, as they are differently combined with each other. 

Of the Influence of Accent on the Sounds of the Letters, 

It may be first observed, that the exertion of the organs of speech, necessary to produce the accent or 
stress, has an obvious tenaency to preserve the letters in their pure and uniform sound, while the relax- 
ation or feebleness which succeeds the accent, as naturally suffers the letters to slide into a somewhat 
different sound, a little easier to the organs of pronunciation. Thus, the first a in cabbage is pronouncec^ 
distinctly with the true sound of that letter, while the second a goes into the obscure sound of i 
short, the most slender of all sounds ; so that cabbage and village have the a in the last syllable scarcely 
distinguishable from the e and i in the last syllables of college and vestige. 

In tne same manner the a, e^iyO, and y, coming before r in a final unaccented syllable, go into an 
obscure sound, so nearly approaching to the short u, that if the accent were carefully kept upon the first 
syllables of liar, Ker, elixir, mayors martyr^ &c, these words, without any perceptible change in the 
sound of their last syllables, might all be written and pronounced lieur, lieur. elixiar, mawr, martur, &c. 

The consonants also are no less altered in their sound by the position of the accent than the vowels. 

The k and s in the composition of ar, when the accent is on them, in exercise, execute, &c. prescrv>3 

their strong pure sound : but when the accent is on the second syllable, in exact, exonerate, &c. these 

letters slide into the duller and weaker sounds of g and z, which are easier to the organs of pronun- 

eiation. Hence not only the soft c and the s go into sh. but even the t, before a diohthong, slides uito 

the same letters, when the stress is 6n the preceding srllable. Thus, in society and saHetjf the c and j 

rreserve theur pure sound, because the syllables ci and ti have the accent on them ; but »" «ocia/ and 

foHaU these syllables eome after the stress, and from the feebleness of their situation naturaUy fall into 

the shorter and easier sound, as if written soshal and sasheate.

SYLLABICATION. 

Dividing words hito syllables is a very diflbrent operation, according to the different ends proposed by it. The object 
tf syllabfcation may be, either to enable children to discover Ae sound of words with which they are acquainted, or to 
Aow the etymology of a word, or to exhibit the exact pronunciation of it. 

Bat an etymological division or words is a different operation ; it is the division of a person acquainted with the 
whole word, and who wishes to convey by this division, a knowledge of its con«iitueut puna, as ortho-graphy, 
Vte-ology, 9lc, 

In the same manner, a person, who is pre-acquainted with the whole compound sound of a word, and wants to con> 
VN' the sound of each part to one actiuaintcd with it, must divide it intosuch partial sounds as, when put togcthtT again, 
WiO exactly form the whole, as i^-thog-ra-phyy the-ol-o-gyy &c. This is the method adopted by tliose who would convey 
ie whole sound, by giving distinctly every part ; and, when this is the object of syllabiuaiion. Dr. Lowth's rule is cer- 
tfnly to be followed. " The best and e:-.siest rule Ibr dividing the syllables in spelling, is, to divide them as tliey are 
■ttnnlly divided in a right pronunciation, without regard to the derivation of words, or the possible combination of 
cooMHiBnts, at the beginning of a syllable."

CUusiJUatum of Vowels and Consonants. 

Vowels and consonants being thus de6ned, it will be necessary, in the next place, to arrange them 
into duch classes as their similitudes and specifick differences seem to require. 

Letters, therefore, are naturally divisible into vowels and consonants. 

The vowels are, a, e, i, o, u, and w and y when ending a syllable. 

The consonants are, b, c, d,f, g^ h,jf k,l,m,ny p, q, r, 9, t, v, x, sr, and to when beginning a syllable, 
and y generally. 

The vowels may be subdivided into such as are simple and pure, and into such as are compound and 
impure. The simple or pure vowels are such as require only one conformation of the organs to form 
them, and no motion in the organs while forming. 

The compound or impure vowels are such as recjuire more than one conformation of the organs to 
form them, and a motion in the organs while forming.

The liquids are such as flow into, or unite easily with the mutes, as 2, m, n, r. 

But, besides these, there is another classification of the consonants, of great importance to a just idea 
of the nature of the letters, and that is, into such as are sharp or flat, and simple or aspirated.

Vowels and consonants being thus defined and arranged, we are the better enabled to enter vpon an 
inquiry into their diflerent powers, as they are difl*erentry combined with each other. 

Of the Influence of Accent on the Sounds of the Letters, 

It may be first observed, that the exertion of the organs of speech, necessary to produce the accent or 
stress, has an obvious tendency to preserve the letters in their pure and uniform sound, while the relax- 
ation or feebleness which succeeds the accent, as naturally suners the letters to shde into a somewh:it 
different sound, a little easier to the organs of pronunciation. Thus, the first a in cabbage is pronouncet^ 
distinctly with the true sound of that letter, while the second a goes into the obscure sound of i 
short, the most slender of all sounds ; so that cabbage and viUage have the a in the last syllable scarcely 
distinguishable from the e and i in the last syllables of college and vestige. 

In the same manner the a, e,ifO. and y. coming before r in a final unaccented syllable, go into an 
obscure sound, so nearly approachmg to the short u, that if the accent were carefully kept upon the first 
syllables of liar, Her, elixir, mayor, martyr, &c. these words, without any perceptible change in the 
sound of their last syllables, might all be written and pronounced lieur, lieur. elixvr, mayur, martur, *^c. 

The consonants also are no less altered in their sound by the position of the accent than the vowels. 
The k and s in the composition of x, when the accent is on them, in exercise, execute, &c. preserve 
their strong pure sound : but when the accent is on the second syllabic, in exact, exonerate, d&c. these 
letters slide into the duller and weaker sounds of g and z, which are easier to the organs of pronun- 
ciation. Hence not only the soft c and the s go into sh. but even the t, before a dinhthong, slides uito 
the same letters, when the stress is 6n the preceding syllable. Thus, in society and satietjf the c and j 
preserve their pure sound, because the syllables ci ana ti have the accent on them ; but in soctat and 
ioHate these syllables eome after the stress, and from the feebleness of their situation naturally fall mto

Primary Jiccent. 
Primary Accent is n forcible stress of voice on k $yUabh by which we sound it more loodly and distinctly than we do 
fte other syllables in the same word, as in' duatry. 

Secondary Jicctnt, 
Secondary Accent is a less fbrcible strraa of voice which we t'retiuently place on another syllable besides that which has 
IkePrimary Accent, in words of three or more 8yllahles,in order tu pronounce it more distinctly auJ forabiy than we do Uie 
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wnmg position of the other. As a chsrHcler has been introduced in tliis work to direct in its application, it is to be 
hoped that its use and importance will be mure fully rogiirded. 

SYLLABICATION. 

Dividing words into syllables is a very difTorent operation, according to the different ends proposed by it. The object 
•r syllabication may be, either to enable children to discover the sound of words with which they are acquainted, or to 
duyw the etymcriogy of a word, or to exhibit the exact pronunciation of it. 

Bat an etymological division of words is a difl'erent operation ; it is the division of a person acquainted with the 
whole word, and who wishes to convey by this division, a knowledge of its constituent purls, as ortho-graphyf 
tkt-elogy, &c. 

In the same manner, a person, who is prc-acquainted with the whole compound sound of a wonl, and wants to c«n- 
T^ the sound of each part to one actpiHintud with it, must divide it into such partial soundu as, when put together again. 
Will exactly form the whole, as t^-thog-ra-fhy^ the-ol-o-gy^ &c. This is the method adopted by those who would convey 
tta whole sound, by giving distinctly every part ; and, when this is the object of syllabication. Dr. Lowth's rule is cer^ 
liiiily to be followed. " The best and c-siest rule tor dividing the syllables in spelling, is, tu divide them as tliey ore 
■Unrally divided in a right pronunciation, without regard to the derivation of words, or the possible combination of 
CHHoaantfli at the beginning of a syllable." 

AMfkcBa practicable the preceding general rule has been adopted, in the application of the following particular
